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EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 

1 . An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes 
and/or additions be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as provided 
by 37 CFR 1.312.

Authorization for this examiner's amendment was given in a telephone interview 
with Kurt Kelman on April 23, 2004. 

The application has been amended as follows: 

In claim 1 , line 2, *1he" before "needling direction" has been changed to - a 
In claim 2, line 2, "several" has been changed to - a plurality of 
In claim 2, line 4, "the" before "cross section" has been deleted. 



2. The above changes have been made in order to more clearly recite the invention 
under 35 USC 1 12, second paragraph. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Claim 1 and 
the claims dependent thereon are allowable in view of the recitation of a needling 
apparatus including a needle board, a stitch base made of an endlessly revolving brush 
belt, and a stripper between the stitch base and the needle board, wherein the stripper 
forms at least one guide duct for the yarn extending in the revolving direction of the 
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brush belt and has pass-through openings for the needles in the region of the guide 
duct, and the guide duct is between guide walls which engage in the brush belt and 
delimit a duct cross section which tapers towards the yam.
